HOW TO KEEP AN ESTAB­ 
LISHED LAWN BEAUTIFUL 


In our last chat I remarked that 
early feeding is the best way to 
give your lawn the jump on the 
weeds. 
I recommended using a 
complete plant food, one that sup­ 
plies all eleven needed food ele­ 
ments in scientifically 
balanced 
proportions. 
Early feeding has another ad­ 
vantage, too. 
It happens before 
the rush of other garden tasks be­ 
gins. 
And there’s no necessity to 
water the plant 
food, 
because 
late snows and spring rains take 
care of that. 
When the ground is 
thawing, the soil is in a 
porous 
condition. Plant food works down 
gradually and is all ready to do 
its work when the grass roots start 
growing. 
By early feeding, I mean just 
as the froet is out of the ground, 
before the grass starts to grow in 
Northern localities. Farther South, 
feeding should be 
done 
before 
permanent grasses start taking the 
place of waning winter grasses. 


CORRECT POOR 
SOIL CONDITION 


After you’ve given the grass a 
square meal, you can wait a bit, 
until the soil is dried out enough 
to work. 
Then go after the places 
where the: grass was killed last 
summer. 
Try to 
analyze 
what 
caused the trouble, 
If the soil 
had too much clay in It, so that 
it baked hard and dry, spade in 
some sand or finely sifted ashes. 
If it was too sandy, you can fix 
it by mixing in heavy black loam, 
or peat moss, 
or 
well-decayed 
mulch, such as last year’s dead 
leaves and grass clippings. Then 
mix in some complete plant food, 
one heaping tablespoon to every 
squarefoot, or two quarts to every 
100 square feet, 
Work the food 
three or four 
inches 
into 
the 
ground. 
Then apply the best seed 
you can get, and plenty of it. Rake 
it lightly into the soil, and water 
gently but thoroughly. 
And keep 
moist until the new 
grass 
has 
made good growth. 


WHEN TO ROLL, CUT, 
AND WATER 


Now about rolling your lawn. 
Once a year is enough—early in 
the spring, when the ground first 
becomes firm. 
At that time roll­ 
ing removes the air pockets creat­ 
ed by the frost, and pushes 
the 
grass roots back 
into 
the 
soil 
where they can get nourishment. 
As for cutting, let your spring 
grass get three inches high before 
you cut it. Use a grass-catcher 
on your mower, because dead clip­ 
pings form a mat that hurts 
the 
grass. 
And a word about watering. It's 
a good idea to water your lawn 
less frequently and do 
a 
more 
thorough job of it. 
Light water­ 
ings draw the roots to the sur­ 
face and the sun may dry 
them 
up.

Poison field mice w ith poisoned 
w heat or oats 7 to 10 days before 
planting tim e.

first betw een A pril 10 and 15, the 
second w ithin one w eek after the 
first planting. 
P lan t 3 to 7 seeds 
per hill. 
Control insect pests. 
The first 
dusting should be done as soon as 
the m elons crack the ground. For

dusted right after every rain, and 
at least w eekly betw een rains u n ­ 
til danger from insect dam age is 
past.

Jefferson City, Mo.—T he birth 
rate for last year in M issouri w as 
the highest recorded since 1931, 
according to the provisional sum ­ 
m ary of vital statistics 
released 
today by the State H ealth D epart­ 
m ent. 
The new high rate of 16.35 per 
1,000 population should be of 
in ­ 
terest to educators, sociologists and 
economists who have been so con­ 
cerned w ith the decreasing b irth 
rate and the aging population in 
M issouri, com m ented Dr. H arry F. 
P arker, State H ealth Com m ission­ 
er. 
However, the significance to 
be attached to this high b irth rate 
is lim ited by the provisional 
n a ­ 
ture of the statistics w hich 
are 
based upon th e total num ber 
of 
certificates received in th e State 
H ealth D epartm ent 
d uring 
the 
year. 
The final tabulation prob­ 
ably w ill be slightly lower. 
In only one previous year w as 
the death rate low er 
th an 
in 
1939. 
The crude death rate of 
10.67. 
This 
sm all 
increase 
in 
m ortality can be attrib u ted in the 
m ain to diseases of the older age 
groups, as h eart disease, cerebral 
hem orrhage, diabetes and 
neph­ 
ritis. 
Death rates from th e com ­ 
m unicable diseases w ere general­ 
ly favorable 
show ing 
im prove­ 
m ent in typhoid 
fever, 
m easles, j 


scarlet fever, 
w hooping 
co u g h j 
diptheria, pulm onary tuberculosis ( 
and others. 
The leading causes of death for 
1939 w ith the rates p er 
100,000 
population w ere reported as fol­ 
lows: H eart disease 265.22, cancer 
126.17, nephritis 107.55, cerebral 
hem orrhage 89.20, p n e u m o n i a 
74.96, all accidents 68.96, and all 
form s of tuberculosis 45.65. 
New low 
records 
w ere 
a ls o , 
established for infant and m atern - j 
al m ortality rates. P rovisional re ­ 
turns for 1939 show an in fan t rate 
of 43.48 per 
1,000 
live 
births 
against the previous low of 51.07 
in 1938 and a m aternal m ortality 
rate of 3.42 against the 1938 low 
of 3.82. 
The S tate H ealth Com m issioner 
pointed out th at w hile the above 
im provem ents indicate encourag­ 
ing results of the expanding pub­ 
lic health program in M issouri, the 
m ortality rates are still far above 
the m inim um tow ard w hich his 
dep artm en t is striving. 
“Nor do low m ortality rates a l­ 
w ays p o rtray the true state of a 
people’s health,” he said. 
“ M any 
diseases and 
abnorm alities 
are 
present am ong the people of this 
and every other state w hich 
do 
not kill b u t do disable and cause 
m uch suffering. 
As the result of 
a restricted diet m ade necessary 
by 
econom ic 
distress, 
rickets, 
scurvy, pellagra and other defic­ 
iency diseases once so rare 
are 
fairly com m on now. 
These d is­ 
eases seldom cause death but se r­ 
iously cripple individuals, p artic- 


ularly children, 
and 
frequently 
doom them to a life of disability. 
The H ealth D epartm ent is con­ 
cerned as m uch w ith these condi­ 
tions as w ith m ortality rates.”

ears old? asks one mother. She continues: “And this difference between 
is actual age and the age marked on the label has existed almost ever 
since the day he was born. Can’t something be done about it? ” 


Many mothers have experienced a similar problem. Some children 
do actually wear the size indicated by their age; that is, if they are 6, 
they are fitted by a size 6, and so on. But since children grow so differently, 
it is often more by accident than by design that a child’s age is an 
accurate guide to clothing size. 


Then, too, because there have been no standard sizes that all manu­ 
facturers have agreed to follow, the garments from one source have 
not been sized like those from another. Your son may be wearing a size 
8 suit and a size 10 overcoat. 


Luckily for everyone concerned with the problem 
of fitting children correctly, a vast amount of careful 
work has been done which may lead to the right 
solution. Under the supervision of the Bureau of 
Home Economics in Washington, more than 260 
trained people went into our schools to take the 
measurements needed for children’s clothing and pat­ 
terns. This task occupied more than two year»' 
.work was directed by Ruth O’Brien, Chief 
of the Division of Textiles and Clothing of the Bureau. 
Some of the interesting facts about the project are 
the following: 


More than 147,000 children were measured, both 
boys and girls. Ages 4 to 17 were included. The work 
was financed by the WPA. At the peak of the study 
more . 
people eligible for relief were given 
employment. Nineteen colleges and other educational agencies cooperated. 
Fifteen states and the District of Columbia were covered, in order to learn 
whether or not children in different parts of the country varied in measure­ 
ment. Measurements were taken next to the skin with carefully calibrated 
instruments. All results were carefully checked for accuracy. No such 
extensive scientific study of body measurements usable in making 
children s garments has ever before been reported. 


After all the figures had been analyzed the Bureau of Home 
Economics reported the findings: 


First: It was definitely shown that a child’s age is a poor indication 
of the size garment that will fit him. 
i 


Second. A combination of height and hip or chest measurements was 
recommended as a basis for sizes of patterns and garments. These two 
measurements are easy for the mother to take. She needs only a tape 
measure. 


If sizes were based on such measurements, fitting your child would 
a simple problem. When it became necessary to replenish your 
child s wardrobe, you would go about it in two easy stages. First, you would 
take your child s height and hip or chest measure in inches with a tape 
measure. Second, leaving the youngster happily at home or in school, you 
would go to your favorite store and find on the garment label the same 
two measurements you have noted. Would you then make your selection 
with greater speed, and with peace of mind as to fit? Could you do away 
with the usual age-size tag and still feel secure in your choice? Would you 
be inclined to order by ’phone or by mail if you could mention your child's 
measurements instead of merely the age size? 


Of course you would! But before you can do it, manufacturers and 
retailers both must know that you want this better way of sizing children’s 
garments. If you are interested in seeing this plan grow until it develops 
into universal standards— American standards for children’s garments, 
we might term them—you must register your opinion strongly with 
manufacturers and retailers. The study carried out by the Bureau of 
Home Economics supplies figures that can be a valuable basis for stand­ 
ard sizing of garments. But the data must be put to use before you will 
reap the benefit.

HOW TO KEEP AN ESTAB­ 
LISHED LAWN BEAUTIFUL 


In our last chat I remarked that 
early feeding is the best way to 
give your lawn the jump on the 
weeds. 
I recommended using a 
complete plant food, one that sup­ 
plies all eleven needed food ele­ 
ments in scientifically 
balanced 
proportions. 
Early feeding has another ad­ 
vantage, too. 
It happens before 
the rush of other garden tasks be­ 
gins. 
And there’s no necessity to i 
water the plant 
food, 
because 
late snows and spring rains take 
care of that. When the ground is 
thawing, the soil is in a 
porous 
condition. Plant food works down 
gradually and is all ready to do 
its work when the grass roots start 
growing. 
j 
By early feeding, I mean just 
as the froet is out of the ground, 
before the grass starts to grow in 
Northern localities. Farther South, 
feeding should be 
done 
before 
permanent grasses start taking the 
place of waning winter grasses. 


CORRECT POOR 
SOIL CONDITION 


After you’ve given the grass a 
square meal, you can wait a bit, 
until the soil is dried out enough 
to work. Then go after the places 
where the grass was killed last 
summer. 
Try to 
analyze 
what 
caused the trouble. 
If the soil 
had too much clay in it, so that 
it baked hard and dry, spade in 
some sand or finely sifted ashes. 
If it was too sandy, you can fix 
it by mixing in heavy black loam, 
or peat moss, 
or 
well-decayed 
mulch, such as last year’s dead 
leaves and grass clippings. Then 
mix in some complete plant food, 
one heaping tablespoon to every 
squarefoot, or two quarts to every 
100 square feet. 
Work the food 
three or four 
inches 
into 
the 
ground. Then apply the best seed 
you can get, and plenty of it. Rake 
it lightly into the soil, and water 
gently but thoroughly. 
And keep 
moist until the new 
grass 
has 
made good growth. 


WHEN TO ROLL. (TIT. 
AND W ATER 


Now about rolling your lawn. 
Once a year is enough—early in 
the spring, when the ground first 
becomes firm. 
At that time roll­ 
ing removes the air pockets creat­ 
ed by the frost, and pushes 
the 
grass roots back 
into 
the 
soil 
where they can get nourishment. 
As for cutting, let your spring 
grass get three inches high before 
you cut it. Use a grass-cateher 
on your mower, because dead clip­ 
pings form a mat that hurts 
the 
grass. 
And a word about watering. It's 
a good idea to water your lawn 
Jess frequently and do 
a 
more 
thorough job of it. 
Light water­ 
ings draw the roots to the sur­ 
face and the sun may dry 
them 
up.

today by the State Health Depart­ 
ment. 
The new high rate of 10.35 per 
1,000 population should be of

terest to educators, sociologists and 
economists who have been so con­ 
cerned with the decreasing birth 
rate and the aging population in 
Missouri, commented Dr. Harry F. 
Parker, State Health Commission­ 
er. 
However, the significance to 
be attached to this high birth rate

Many mothers have experienced a similar problem. Some children 
do actually wear the size indicated by their age; that is, if they are 6, 
they are fitted by a sixe 6, and so on. But since children grow so differently, 
it is often more by accident than by design that a child’s age is an 
accurate guide to clothing sixe. 


Then, too, because there have been no standard sixes that all manu­ 
facturers have agreed to follow, the garments from one source have 
not been sited like those from another. Your son may be wearing a six« 
8 suit and a sixe 10 overcoat. 


Luckily for everyone concerned with the problem 
of fitting children correctly, a vast amount of careful 
work has l>een done whicn may lead to the right 
solution. Under the supervision of the Bureau of 
Home Economics in Washington, more than 260 
trained people went into our schools to take the 
measurements needed for children’s clothing and pat­ 
terns. This task occupied more than two years' 
time. The work was directed by Ruth O’Brien, Chief 
of the Division of Textiles and Clothing of the Bureau.

More than 147,000 children were measured, both 
boys and .Tirls. Ages 4 to 17 were included. The work 
was financed by the WPA. At the peak of the study 
more than 800 people eligible for relief were given 
employment. Nineteen colleges and other educational agencies cooperated. 
Fifteen states and the District of Columbia were covered, in order to learn 
whether or not children in different parts of the country varied in measure­ 
ment. Measurements were taken next to the skin with carefully calibrated 
instruments. Ail results were carefully checked for accuracy. No such 
extensive scientific study of body measurements usable in making 
children’s garments has ever before been reported. 


After all the figures had been analyzed the Bureau of Home 
Economics reported the findings: 


First: It was definitely shown that a child’s age is a poor indication 
of the sixe garment »hat will fit him. 


Second. A combination of height and hip or chest measurements was 
recommended as a basis for sizes of patterns and garments. These two 
measurements are easy for the mother to take. She needs only a tape 
measure. 


If sixes were based on such measurements, fitting your child would 
become a simple problem. When it became necessary to replenish your 
child's wardrobe, you would go about it in two easy stages. First, you would 
take your child’s height and hip or chest measure in inches with a tape 
measure. Second, leaving the youngster happily at home or in school, you 
would go to your favorite store and find on the garment label the same 
two measurements you have noted. Would you then make your selection 
with greater speed, and with peace of mind as to fit? Could you do away 
with the usual age-size tag and still feel secure in your choice? Would you 
be inclined to order by 'phone or by mail if you could mention your child’s 
measurements instead of merely the age size? 


Or course you would! But before you can do it, manufacturers and 
retailers both must know that you want this better way of sizing children's 
garments. If you are interested in seeing this plan grow until it develops 
into universal standards—American standards for children’s garments, 
we might term them—you must register your opinion strongly with 
manufacturers and retailers. The study carried out by the Bureau of
